TRADE ASSN. TO INVESTIGTE 


In line with its fight for more trade 


for this city, the Indianapolis Trade 


Association has 
planned a trip to 


Brookville next Tuesday, and While in 


that city the members of the associa­ 


tion will look into the advantages of 


the plan to extend the Indianapolis 


& Cincinnati traction line to Cincin­ 


nati by way of Brookville and Husli- 


ville, instead of by way of Green>- 
burg, which is also under considera­ 
tion, says the Indianapolis News to­ 
day. 
The invitation to visit Brookville 
came from the Business Men’s A sso­ 
ciation of that city, and the trade as­ 
sociation has accepted the proposal 
to talk over the traction extension 
matter without necessarily committ­ 
ing the trade association to any defi­ 
nite course of action. 
The Brookville men have pointed 
out that the extension of the Con- 
ners ville division through Brookville 
to Cincinnati will open up about fifty 
miles of territory which at present 
has no direct connection with Indi­ 
anapolis, as at present, it requires 
two days for persons living in that 
territory to come to 
Indianapolis, 
transact business and return home. 
Because of that condition the terri­ 
tory in question is gobbled up bv the 
Cincinnati jobbers, and 'Indianajn lis 
finds it ha:rd to compete with 
them , 
although dealers in that territory are 
naturally 
friendly to this city.

Paris. March 21.— The police, detec­ 
tives and m agisterial authorities were 
thrown into a state of consternation 
over a letter received at the office of 
Le J ournal. 
The letter purported to 
be signed by Garnier, the noted an­ 
archist. who is suspected of having 
shot the bank m essenger in the hold­ 
up on the Rue D’Or. 
It said the writer 
w as sick of tho whole affair and had 
determ ined to surrender, hut that he 
would do this in his own way. 
Gar 
nier stated that he intended to visit 
the offices of either M. Lepine, the 
prefect of police: 
M. Bertillon, the 
finger print expert, or som e other offi­ 
cial, em pty tw o revolvers on the occu 
pants, and then commit suicide with 
the last bullet. 
R eside the signature 
of “ G am ier” was a finger print. 
Although the letter was at first re­ 
garded as a joke, a reporter of the 
paper took it to M. Bertillon, who af­ 
ter an exam ination declared the finger 
print and the handw riting of the letter 
identical with those possessed by tho 
police, w hich w ere known to be Gar 
nier’s. 
As a result of this all official­ 
dom is on tenterhooks aw aiting a visit 
from G am ier, who is known to be ca 
pable of carrying out his threat.

McCu rtain, Okla., March 21,^-For 
the seventy-nine miners who were en­ 
tombed in mine No. 2 of the San Bois 
Coal company, located on the west 
side of McCu rtain, all hope has been 
abandoned. The government mine ex­ 
perts who were su mmoned to McCu r­ 
tain from McAlester annou nce that 
there is no possible chance to rescu e 
any of the entombed men alive and 
that they will retu rn to their station 
at McAlester. 
An explosion wrecked the mine, car­ 
ried away the tipple and damaged the 
fan-hou se so badly that it was not u n­ 
til six hou rs had elapsed that a small 
qu antity of air cou ld be forced into 
the pit. 
Eleven men escaped safely 
from the mine. 
Ninety men, accord­ 
ing to an official bu lletin issu ed by the 
coal company, had entered the mine 
for work. The first rescu e party crept 
into the mine half an hou r after tho 
explosion. 
At the bottom of the pit 
they met eleven men creeping abou t 
in the smoke which momentarily be­ 
came 
more 
dense. 
The 
rescu ers 
dragged them forth. 
The men were 
almost su ffocated, and three of them 
may die. 
The entombed miners were wrorking 
in a remote chamber which has no 
direct access to the main shaft. 
Col­ 
lections of fire damp had been noticed 
for some days and extra efforts were 
made to secu re ventilation on the part 
of the operators. It was thou ght this 
explosive gas had been cleared ou t. It 
is believed that gas came in contact 
with an open flame carried 
by one of 
the miners, which set off the explo­ 
sion.
